I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1913,  which  is  a  record  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  deals  with  the  conditions  affecting  the 
Public  Health, 


CARTMEL  division. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

CARTMEL  DISTRICT.  —  In  my  report  for  the  year  1911,  I 
referred  to  the  anxiety  experienced  through  the  shortage  of 
water  in  the  previous  year,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that 
with  the  completion  of  the  additional  reservoir  of  the 
Grange  Council  then  in  course  of  construction,  that  there 
was  not  likely  to  be  any  shortage  of  water  in  the  future. 
Unfortunately,  however,  the  increased  storage  did  not 
prove  sufficient  during  the  very  dry  season  of  1913.  But 
it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  leakages  in  the  new  reservoir 
account  for  a  good  deal  of  the  water  lost,  and  as  the 
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Grange  Council  have  spared  no  effort  to  repair  these 
defects,  we  need  not  be  too  anxious  for  the  future.  The 
district  supply  scheme  has  now  been  thoroughly  tried  and 
has  proved  a  boon  to  the  parts  of  Allithwaite  Lower, 
Broughton  East,  Holker  Lower,  and  Holker  Upper,  inclu¬ 
ded  within  the  area  of  supply. 

NEWTON-IN-CARTMEL. — The  water  supply  of  High  Newton 
is  being  further  considered  in  the  hope  that  a  more  com¬ 
prehensive  scheme  than  was  originally  contemplated  may 
be  evolved. 

HOLKER  LOWER. — Holker  Hall  was  not  included  in  the 
Cartmel  District  Water  Supply  area,  and  as  it  was  already 
supplied  from  a  private  scheme.  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  the  supply  has  been  augmented  by  a  branch  main 
from  the  Council’s  main  at  Cark. 

LOW  BROWEDGE — It  is  suggested  that  the  Hamlet  of 
Low  Browedge  may  be  supplied  from  the  High  Browedge 
Main. 


DRAINAGE. 

ALLITHWAITE. — The  subject  of  the  drainage  of  the  village 
of  Allithwaite  has  occasionally  at  meetings  of  the  Cartmel 
Divisional  Committee,  been  referred  to,  and  although  it  is 
not  a  matter  immediately  pressing,  I  think  it  desirable  that 
a  scheme  should,  before  long,  receive  consideration. 

LIN  DALE. — There  would  appear  to  be  an  impression  in  the 
minds  of  some  that  the  Advising  Officers  of  the  Council 
have  stated  that  a  drainage  scheme  for  Lindale  is  not 
necessary,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  reiterate 
what  I  stated  in  my  last  annual  report,  viz  :  that  “whilst 
I  may  freely  admit  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  Lindale 
are  superior  to  those  which  obtain  in  some  portions  of  our 
large  district,  I  cannot  abate  from  the  conviction  I  have 
always  expressed,  viz.  :  that  sooner  or  later,  a  scheme  will 
be  necessary.”  The  condition  of  Lindale,  as  regards 
drainage,  are  the  same  as  they  have  been  for  years,  and 
there  are  no  sewers,  belonging  to  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Council. 
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CARTMEL  TOWN.- — I  do  not  think  there  is  much  danger 
of  the  desirability  of  considering  a  scheme  being  over¬ 
looked,  but  as  the  subject  has  been  referred  to  in  most  of 
my  previous  reports  it  is  perhaps  as  well  that  I  should  give 
it  a  place  in  this  year’s  report. 


HAWKSHEAD  DIVISION. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

CLAIFE  (Far  and  Near  Sawrey). — During  the  year  under 
review  contracts  were  entered  into  for  the  Far  and  Near 
Sawrey  Water  Supply  Scheme,  but  as  the  works  are  not  yet 
completed  I  need  not  refer  to  the  matter  at  length. 

COLTON  (Backbarrow), — Proposals  for  the  supply  of  water 
to  Backbarrow,  in  Colton,  have  been  adopted  and  the 
details  of  the  scheme  have  been  submitted  to  the  Local 
Government  Board.  I  hope  that  during  the  ensuing  year 
the  scheme  will  mature,  and  that  in  my  next  annual  report 
I  shall  be  able  to  congratulate  the  Council  upon  meeting 
the  evident  requirements  of  this  part  of  the  Township  of 
Colton. 

DRAINAGE 

HAWKSHEAD. — The  sewage  outfall  for  the  Town  of  Hawks- 
head  is  quite  satisfactory  in  its  way,  and  I  am  glad  that 
some  difficulty  which  existed  last  year  has  been  removed. 
The  Divisional  Committee  have  shown  commendable 
forethought  in  seeking  to  purchase  land  which  will,  in  case 
of  any  future  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  present  outfall, 
make  it  possible  to  extend  the  outfall  sewer  and  treat  the 
sewage  in  a  more  efficient  manner  than  is  possible  under 
the  present  conditions. 


HIGH  FURNESS  DIVISION. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

BROUGHTON  WEST. — The  Broughton-in-Furness  Water 
Co.,  Limited,  have  power  to  supply  water  within  a  certain 
prescribed  area  and  are  seeking  permission  from  the 
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Council  to  supply  premises  outside  their  area.  I  do  not 
suppose  the  Council  will  impose  any  difficulty,  as  whilst  it 
may  be  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Company,  it  is  carrying 
out  a  branch  of  work  the  Council  have  always  been  glad  to 
further. 

CONISTON. — It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  notwithstanding 
the  prolonged  drought  of  last  year,  the  inhabitants  of 
Coniston  were  not  put  to  any  inconvenience. 

KIRKBY  IRELETH  (Marshside  and  Chapples). — At  the 
close  of  the  year  negotiations  were  well  in  hand  for  extend¬ 
ing  the  water  mains  to  Marshside  and  Chappies. 

DRAINAGE. 

KIRKBY  IRELETH  (Soutergate).— A  scheme  for  the 
efficient  drainage  of  Soutergate  has  been  approved  provi¬ 
sionally,  and  I  have  little  doubt  will  be  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

LOW  FURNESS  DIVISION. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

ALDINGHAVI  (Scales) — During  the  year  the  work  of  extend¬ 
ing  the  water  main  from  Skeldon  Moor  to  Scales  has  been 
completed,  and  of  32  dwelling-housos,  no  less  than  27  have 
been  connected  to  the  main,  and  another  house  will  shortly 
be  laid  on,  thus  justifying  the  action  of  the  Council  in 
deciding  upon  the  extension.  Negotiations  are  proceeding 
for  a  further  extension  of  the  supply  to  Aldingham  Hall 
and  Rectory,  towards  the  cost  of  which  the  Rector  of 
Aldingham  and  Mr.  Hutchinson  have  promised  substantial 
donations.  It  only  needs  a  reasonable  contribution  from 
the  Crown  Authorities  to  enable  the  scheme  to  be  carried 
out. 

LEECE. — The  question  of  a  water  supply  for  Leece  is  receiving 
careful  attention  at  the  hands  of  a  sub-committee,  and  the 
only  comment  I  need  make  at  the  moment  is  that  the 
necessity  for  a  general  supply  of  water  to  the  village  of 
Leece  is  a  real  one.  The  neighbouring  hamlet  of  Dendron 
is  equally  in  need  of  a  supply  and  this  may  be  derived 
from  any  works  executed  for  Leece. 
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EGTON-WITH-NEWLAND  (Greenodd  and  Pennybridge). 
— It  is  unfortunate  that  the  district  Council  did  not,  some 
years  ago,  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  facilities 
offered  by  the  principal  landowner  for  providing  a  gravita¬ 
tion  supply  of  water  to  Greenodd  and  Pennybridge.  These 
villages  receive  a  large  number  of  visitors  during  the 
summer  months  and  I  think  the  matter  is  one  to  which  the 
Divisional  Committee  should  devote  their  attention, 

DRAINAGE. 

ALDINGHAM  (Gleaston) — During  the  year  the  Gleaston 
sewage  scheme  has  been  completed,  and  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  will  undoubtedly  benefit  thereby. 

GREAT  URSWICK. — During  the  year  the  Council  have  been 
successful  in  obtaining  contributions  towards  the  expense 
of  lowering  the  outlet  of  Urswick  tarn,  the  work  has  been 
carried  out,  and  I  hope  that  it  may  prove  effective  in 
preventing  the  locking  up  of  the  overflows  from  the  various 
sewage  tanks.  The  owners  of  property  at  Midtown  have 
been  asked  to  join  the  Council  in  the  provision  of  a  sewer 
for  that  part  of  the  village,  a  scheme,  which  I  trust  will  be 
rendered  possible  by  the  lowering  of  the  tarn. 

LITTLE  URSWICK. — Proposals  for  the  sewering  of  Little 
Urswick  are  being  considered  by  a  sub-committee. 


GENERAL. 

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. — The  arrangements  for 
the  removal  of  house  refuse  have  been  extended  during 
the  year. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. — The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds 
Committee  have  done  much  good  work  during  the  year, 
and  yet,  it  is  impossible  under  existing  circumstances  to 
bring  the  Cowsheds  in  the  district  into  anything  approach¬ 
ing  a  satisfactory  condition.  It  should  be  the  earnest 
desire,  and  doubtless  is,  of  the  Imperial  Authorities  and  all 
Local  Authorities,  to  exert  every  means  to  prevent  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  cattle,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  most 
practical  methods  of  securing  fit  and  proper  cowsheds, 
would  be  for  the  Government  either  by  way  of  subsidy,  or 
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by  loans,  at  a  low  rate  of  interest  to  enable  owners  of  farm 
property  to  provide  cowsheds  fit  for  their  purpose. 
Imperial  grants  are  made  for  many  purposes,  which  in  my 
judgement  are  far  less  important.  A  great  deal  of  money 
has  been,  and  is  being  expended  on  the  cure  and  prevention 
of  Tuberculosis  in  man,  and  it  is  equally  important,  that 
strenuous  measures  should  be  adopted  in  a  like  direction 
in  regard  to  cattle,  especially  dairy  cattle.  The  present 
Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Regulations  provide  an  easy  method 
for  robbing  a  man  of  his  livelihood,  for  in  respect  of  an 
unsatisfactory  cowshed,  you  can  only  adopt  means  to 
prevent  a  man  selling  milk  therefrom,  and  in  many  cases, 
however  wishful  they  may  be,  are  unable  to  meet  the 
demands  which  will  be  made  for  the  provision  of  new  cow¬ 
sheds  or  the  requisite  alterations  in  the  improvement  of 
existing  ones. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c,,  ACT,  1909.— The 
number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year,  under  this 
Act,  will  be  found  in  the  summary  at  page  9.  Further 
observations  will  be  made  in  the  observations  on  Public 
Health  Administration  generally. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. — The  slaughter-houses  in  the  various 
divisions  have  been  kept  under  regular  supervision,  and 
generally  speaking  may  be  said  to  be  in  good  order,  and 
fairly  satisfactory.  , 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS —The  Factories  and 
Workshops  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ADMINISTRATION  GENERALLY. 
— During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  notice  the 
Council  gave  very  careful  consideration  to  their  staff 
arrangements,  and  decided  to  sever  Highway  Administra¬ 
tion  from  that  of  Public  Health.  Time  alone  will  show 
whether  the  plan  adopted  will  prove  efficient.  I  have  no 
concern  with  the  Highway  Department  but  I  venture  to 
suggest  that  the  release  of  a  surveyor  from  the  onerous 
obligations  imposed  by  present  day  Public  Health  require¬ 
ments  must  result  in  benefit  to  that  branch  of  his  work. 
Contrariwise,  an  officer  whose  whole  time  is  devoted  to 
sanitary  work  can  cover  a  large  field  and  keep  himself  in 
touch  with  Public  Health  Administration  in  all  its  branches, 
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and  I  am  very  sanguine  that  with  the  whole  time  service  of 
one  Officer  for  Cartmel  and  Low  Furness,  and  another  for 
Hawkshead  and  High  Furness,  with  the  devolution  of  work 
under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  upon 
the  Council’s  Engineer,  much  better  results  will  be  obtained 
in  the  future  than  have  been  possible  in  the  past.

DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS.— By 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  we  mean  all  diseases 
affecting  the  lungs,  with  the  exception  of  pulmonary 
phthisis,  which  is  taken  under  a  separate  heading,  and  I 
find  that  during  the  year  1913  there  have  been  30  deaths 
from  diseases  of  this  class,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate 
of  137  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes  ;  during  the 
year  1912  there  were  46  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases, 
equal  to  a  death-rate  of  19-5  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from 
all  causes.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

—As  will 

be 

observed 

from  the  above 

table  the  greatest  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  in 
the  Hawkshead  and  Low  Furness  Divisions,  whereas  the 
Cartmel  Division,  which  for  years,  provided  a  very  large 
proportion,  of  the  notifications  of  the  disease  shows  only 
two  cases.  The  epidemic  in  the  Hawkshead  Division, 
especially  amongst  the  scholars  attending  the  Hawkshead 
Foundation  Schools,  commenced  in  August  and  continued 
to  the  end  of  the  year,  necessitating  the  closure  of  the 
schools  from  the  ioth  of  November  until  the  Christmas 
holidays.  In  the  Low  Furness  Division  the  villages  of 
Greenodd  and  Stainton  were  chiefly  affected,  and  the 
Pennybridge  (Greenodd)  Schools  were  closed  from  the  7th 
of  July  to  the  6th  of  September. 

DIPHTHERIA. — This  disease  has  never  reached  an  epidemic 
prevalence  in  any  part  of  the  district. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — I  much  regret  that  I  am  unable  to 
speak  as  favourably  about  this  disease  as  I  did  in  my  last 
report,  when  I  was  able  to  say  that  the  district  had  been 
entirely  free  from  outbreaks  of  the  disease  This  year  nine 
cases  have  been  notified,  5  in  Low  Furness,  viz  :  four  at 
Little  Urswick,  and  one  at  Pennington  Town  End,  Lindal; 
3  in  High  Furness,  viz.  :  at  Kirkby,  Broughton  and  Torver 
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respectively  ;  and  one  at  Hawkshead.  With  the  exception 
of  the  cases  which  arose  at  Little  Urswick,  I  am  unable 
to  suggest  any  cause  for  the  outbreaks,  but  in  the  case  of 
Little  Urswick  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  are  far  from  satisfactory,  but  the  Low  Furness 
Committee  have  under  consideration  the  provision  of  a 
more  up-to  date  method  of  drainage  and  sewage  disposal, 
and  when  this  has  been  provided,  the  fact  that  the  village 
has  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water  by  gravitation,  will  make 
it  possible  to  convert  the  many  insanitary  privies,  which  at 
present  abound,  into  W.C’s. 

In  concluding  my  report  I  must  thank  my  colleagues,  who  have 
at  all  times  rendered  me  the  most  willing  assistance.
